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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 27, 44, 51 and 52 have been amended as requested in the amendment filed on 
March 09, 2006. Following the amendment, claims 27, 32, 33, 44, 45, 48-54 and 56-60 are 
pending in the instant application. 

2. Any objection or rejection of record, which is not expressly repeated in this action has 
been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

3. The Declaration of Dr. Lannfelt under 37 CFR 1.132 filed March 09, 2006 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph of claims 27, 44 and 51 (see 
section 8 of the previous office action of record). 

4. Claims 27, 32, 33, 44, 45, 48-54 and 56-60 are allowed. 

5. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because:
